This warning was given today by 
Fuel Administrator Garfield

sharp telegram to miners and operat­ 
ors iii the fields involved reminding 
them of their pledge not t0 allow the 
output of coal to he diminished and 
declaring that any attempts to bring 
pressure to bear upon him to force 
a revision of coal prices would re­ 
sult in postponement of a decision 
on that question. 
Dr. Garfield was 
in conference today with John P. 
White, president of the United Mine 
workers of America who reported 
that so far the strikes in Ohio, In­ 
diana,

Pennsylvania 
were local, tho they were threaten­ 
ing to spread.

Fuel administration officials say 
the men now striking want increased 
wages to take effect imediatelv. 
In 
a statement tonight Dr. Garfield said 
the fuel administration and the rail­ 
roads are working to get more cars 
to the mine*.and that there is every 
hope the coal shortage will bo rem ­ 
edied. I Th said whether the increased 
demand for coal will be met 
by In­ 
crease of supply will depend on car 
supply, energy and

MAN WHO MADE HILLVIEW 
DISTRICT FAMOUS 


STORY BERATED IN REGARD TO 
LOWENSTEIN EAM) DEAL. 


Former Real E state Dealer’s Story 
Throws New Light on Temper of 
Man Whose Efforts Have Built up 
Hillview District, 


In conversaton with a local ex- 
real .state dealer, a new' story is 
told in regard to Mr. Lowenstein and 
his holdings in the Hillview district. 
“ Mr Lowei stein has always been 
a man who was not afraid to hack 
lea opinion with his acts and with 
his money. 
W hen he first began to 
agitate the levee in the Hillview dis­ 
trict he met with all kinds of oppo­ 
sition so he m ade -arrangements for 
the money and put a levee around 
his own build first. 
Of course it 
was not so pretentious as the one 
along the river but it had a pump 
and it made good. 
That year was 
one of Hie worst for high water for 
m a n y years and two or three days 
and nights, Mr. Lowenstein and his 
men worked without rest hut they 
held the river. 
The result was that 
more grain was raised on the land 
inside of his little levee than on all 
of the rest of the bottom put togeth­ 
er. 
That gave the levee project all 
of the impetus it needed and it went 
forward by leaps and bounds. 
But 
no one knows of the work and eft ort 
ho has expended except those who 
have b e 'n active with him and who 
have sc n the result.

he was willing 
hack his ideas with his money. 
few' years »go he sold, thru inc 


j ing back on the deal and was a I raid 
I to go ahead when Mr. Lowenstein 
told him th a t he would rent the land 
for a period of fen years and pay 
Johnson ton dollars an acre for the 
j entire time. 
Johnson took him up 
and paid down 
a certain sum as 
earnest money to bind the deal. 
Mr. 
Lowenstein had just paid out an im ­ 
mense sum to have his title perfected 
but Johnson objected to it. 
Then 
came the cold nerve of the man. 
Even tho he was cleaning up thous­ 
ands of dollars in the deal, he h and ­ 
ed Mr. Johnson his earnest money 
and took back his contract without 
a w'ord. 
“ Every year since that time this 
same land has returned him many 
dollars more than he had agreed to 
pay. 
He held the unlimited confid­ 
ence of every one with whom he 
came in contact and this little item 
is simply related to show the tem ­ 
per of the man who made the r e ­ 
claimed lands of Hillview’ famous.”

J. Stout, clerk. 
S ta te ’s Attorney 
Robinson was present and conducted 
the examination and the testimony 
was transcribed by his stenographer. 
Attorney W. L, Armstrong had been 
retained by Hayes and was present 
and conducted the examination of 
witnesses for his client. 
State's Attorney 
Robinson 
said 
last night that he expected to have 
Hayes arrested today on the charge 
of murder and would endeavor to 
have him bound over to aw ait the ac­ 
tion of the grand jury. 
Mr. Robin­ 
son said that there was nothing in 
the evidence given before the coro­ 
n e r’s jury to indicate that Stevens 
had made threats against Hayes or 
that Hayes was in any danger from 
him. 
The coroner's jury heard the testi­ 
mony of J A. Hayes, b ro th e r of Elza 
Hayes. Lewis West, his brolher-in- 
law, Virgil Page, a nother brother-in- 
law, Mrs. Lizzie Abbott, his mother 
and Lucy Abbott, his half-sister. 
The defendant was also put on the 
stand 
His testimony was the same 
as that given in the J o u r n a l of Tues-
